SEO. 2. Tho members of the present 


Board shall respectively hold tbeir offices 
for the terms for which they were appointed 
unless sooner removed. 


SEO. 3. Tho Governor, with the advice 


and consent of the Senate, shall appoint one 
person from the county of Providence, aud 
one -person from the State at largo, to be 
members of said Beard, whe shall hold their 
offices respectively,oue for the term of three 
jears, and one for the term of six years 
from the fifth day of June; A. D. 1577. 


. SEC. 4. 
He shall in like manner annual-
